Yes. Alan Sues is really like thatl 
And he belongs at all official gath- 
erings of super-talented-- comedians. 
During Laugh-In rehearsals Alan 
gets as many laughs as the entire 
cast put together, and he isn't even 
trying. It's just that the big 6'2" 180 
lb. actor is naturally funny. 

Harboring a secret desire to grow 
acres of his own vegetables, Alan 
can't seem to have anything serious 
happen to him, and as far as he's 
concerned that's just groovy- "I 
always find something funny in 
everything, so why be serious? 
There's only one life anyway." 

If you're around Alan for very 
long, there's an insidious feeling 
that creeps up and punctures the at- 
mosphere with giggles. He's a fast- 
paced,* robust, driven kind of per- 
former who can't be content with 
inactivity. Besides his weekly chores 
on the show, Alan has designed a 
line of greeting cards aptly titled 
'Alan Sues Greeting Cards.' "I did 
the art work myself and they're kind 
of freaky because you can actually 
blow them up. They're made of 
plastic and you just sort of inflate 
them like balloons. I hope they 
sell!" 

In addition to the cards, Alan's 
finished a screenplay that is mak- 
ing the rounds. It's a comedy and 
he hopes Ruth Buzzi and loAnne 
Worley can appear in the film with 
him, if and when it's produced. 

When Alan was a little boy he 
never got many Valentines because 
none of the kids in school knew who 
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he was. "We moved 53 or 54 times 
when I was a boy. My brother and 
I learned to pack our entire belong- 
ings in less than 40 minutes, furni- 
ture and all. Maybe this is why 
I'm still sort of a gypsy." 

Currently, he's living alone in a 
Hollywood apartment, but Alan's 
real home base is New York City 
where he keeps another apartment 
complete with most of his books and 
records. "Right now, I'm even driv- 
ing a friend's Jaguar while he's in 
Europe. But I like it here in Holly- 



wood because the apartments have 
disposals. I've never had one be- 
fore and it's groovy. I ran out and 
bought $5 worth of food the first 
day just so I could see the disposal 
grind it up." 

Food has always been an import- 
ant part of Alan's life, but right now 
it's giving him a bad time. He's on 
a kick to lose weight and so far has 
dropped 10 pounds. He's even tried 
Weight Watchers with Ruth Buzzi, 
but it didn't work for him. "I went 
to a gym and it really drove me nuts 



hearing all these guys breathing. It 
sort of scared me. I thought they 
were doing something freaky. 

"Now I'm in a jazz dancing class 
once a week. It's more like a social 
hour but we do get a workout. 
Leigh Taylor Yaung and Tina 
Louise are in 'it, too, so after we've 
danced for two hours or so we all 
go out for coffee and cake and put 
on 20 pounds." 

Alan's brother is also a food freak 
and runs the Cigar Factory Restau- 
rant in San Luis Obispo, California. 
It's a gourmet establishment with 
an extended menu. "My brother's 
so fanatic over food he even used 
to insist on packing his wife's lunch 
every day. She was an executive 
secretary so she complained about 
carrying a brown bag to work, so 
my brother went out to I. Magnin's 
and bought her an expensive lunch 
carrier." 

Now in his early thirties, Alan 
has been in show business ever 
since he was 19. He appeared on 
Broadway in "Tea and Sympathy" 
for more than two years. His films 
include several Doris Day movies 
and "The Americanization of Emily" 
with Julie Andrews. On TV, he's 
done everything from "The Dating 
Game" to "December Bride." Night 
clubs have proved a great stepping 
stone for Alan's comic development, 
but he'd prefer to stay out of them if 
he could. 

"Night club audiences are always 
so boozed, they don't hear you any- 
way! " Alan's not much of a drinker 
himself, having had several bad ex- 
periences in the past. Once, only 




after two rum drinks at the Luau in 
Beverly Hills, he caught his foot in 
the bar stool while attempting to 
leave and spread-eagled a whole 
family from Ohio. Picking himself 
up from the floor under a barrage of 
egg rolls and water chestnuts, Alan 
decided he wouldn't spend much 
more time in bars. 

Alan sums up his whole club ap- 
pearances with what happened to 
him while playing the Troubadour 
in Los Angeles. "Doug Weston, the 
owner, thought I was hysterical, but 
the audience' thought I was a bum- 
mer. I'd get up there every night 
and I'd bomb. The sweat would be 
pouring off my face and the aud- 
ience would sit silently while Wes- 
ton stood off to the side having hy- 
sterics. I could hardly wait to finish 
my two week ' engagement, but 
Weston thought I was so funny he 
kept me there for 9 weeks. At the 
end of that time I was Teady for wet 
sheets!" 

The most disappointing event in 
Alan's career took place a few 
years back in New York City. 
Elaine May had written a show for 
Mori Sahl called "An Evening with 
Mort Sahl," and she especially 
wrote in a fine part for Alan. "It was 
the best chance I'd ever had. 
Elaine's a great writer and the part 
was geared to show me off. Well, 
we started rehearsing and every 
day Sahl failed to show up. Elaine 
would say, 'Don't worry, kids. He'll 
be around sometime soon.' Well, 
the night of the show we were all 
set to go on and Elaine came in and 
said, 'I'm sorry. It looks like there 
won't be An Evening with Mort Sahl 
because we can't find him.' There 
went the show. You can't have 'An 
Evening with Mort Sahl' without 
Mort Sahl." 

Laugh-In, to Alan, is one big 
party. "It's a little like playing dress- 
up on a rainy day. For one show I 
changed 17 times." The character of 
Big Al seems to be catching on with 
audiences, but Alan hopes the 
show powers-that-be will keep giv- 
ing him other parts to do. 

Alan lumbers when he walks, but 
he moves rapidly, always with an 
objective in mind. He's conscienti- 
ous, organized and good with his 
money. He realizes that fame may 
be here today and vanish tomorrow, 
so a full time stock broker invests 
part of his monthly income. 




Though he's an outward person 
and easy to meet, Alan confines his 
group of personal friends to a small 
one. He's very devoted to the friends 
he has and in return expects truth 
and loyalty from them. "I don't get 
angry very easily, but I do get hurt. 
I'm the kind of guy who does a slow 
burn and comes away seething in- 
side from a bad situation. Then I 
think to myself, 'Boy, I should have 
said . . . but I never do." 

Marriage was a disappointment 
to Alan and he doesn't think he'll 
try it again. "I love traveling and 
doing different things. I can't ima- 
gine myself settled down out in the 
San Fernando Valley with four kids 
and a white station wagon." 

The only time Alan really settled 
down for long was when he man- 
aged his own store in Los Angeles 
on Santa Monica Blvd. about three 
years ago. It was sort of a classy 
junk shop called The Gazebo. "Ac- 
tually, you could buy all kinds of 
wild things there, but it was too 
much for me, staying in one place 
and all. I had to give it up." 

His light brown hair is usually un- 
combed, but his blue eyes seem 
extra clear because Alan's one 
Hollywoodite who requires a lot of 
sleep and gets it. "I use sleep for 
all my problems," he admits. 
"When I get depressed I can sleep 
for as long as two days." 

Luckily for Alan, there isn't much 
for him to be depressed about these 
days so most of the time he's wide 
awake and going on his way like a 
grown-up little boy who always 
manages to make people smile.

Ruth Buzzi has achieved stardom 
the hard way ... on her knees. While 
attending the Pasadena Playhouse, 
she scrubbed floors and cleaned 
houses in order to pay the bills. 

The modest 5'4", 109 lb. comedi- 
enne confesses she didn't mind work- 
ing that hard. "I still love to clean 
and I didn't have to make money that 
way. I've always liked being inde- 
pendent." 

Funny Buzzi, as her peers call her, 
didn't really have to work at all. 
Ruth's father was one of the nation's 
leading stone sculptors and ran a 
business called Buzzi Memorials in 
Wequetequock, (pronounced Wick- 
uh-tee-kwock) Connecticut. Through 
her formative years, Ruth played hap- 
pily amongst the grave stones sur- 
rounding her house. "Cemeteries 
have always been a major part of my 
life," she recalls. "When I pass one, 
I think I should salute!" 

Having helped out in the family 
business as a girl, Ruth learned that 
a sense of humor was essential. 
"When you're working in the monu- 
ment business you meet many people 
who cry a lot. Laughing helps!" 

Off screen, Ruth Buzzi is a serious 
contrast to her writer husband, Bill 
Keko. He makes her laugh; she makes 
him happy. He's Greek, she's Italian 
and after three years of contented 
marital bliss, the Kekos are now en- 
gaged in the all consuming passion of 
losing excess weight! "We're both on 
Weight Watchers," Ruth boasts, 
"And so far we've each lost 20 
pounds." 

The move from New York to Hol- 
lywood has caused most of the weight 
put-on. "In the East everyone's al- 



ways running around doing things. 
Out here there's more time to relax 
and you tend to think constantly 
about food. I don't know whether it's 
because people out here are in cars 
all the time looking at chicken signs 
or what, but food out here is much 
more important. I guess I wouldn't 
have minded the extra weight so 
much, but it was all landing in one 
place. If it had landed a foot and a 
half higher on my body, I would have 
let it stay there."

Judy Carne and Goldie Hawn's 
chic style of dressing and wearing 
their hair have inspired Ruth to do 
the utmost with what she's got. "I 
know I'm not their type, but I'm 
learning from them." You'll never 
catch her with a hair out of place in 
between her on camera sessions as 
Gladys. Around the set, no one looks 
sharper or more svelte than Ruth 
these days. "I'm on a clothes buying 
spree that gets me to the smart bou- 
tiques in Beverly Hills. I know I'm 
not the same type as Goldie or Judy, 
but then I'm not like Gladys either!" 

True. Ruth is not like Gladys. She's 
one of the more secure women in 
show business today. Her talent is 
probably the basis for her attitude 
toward life but the happiness she and 
Bill share also makes her position in 
the up and down world she calls home 
unique. 

The real Ruth is quiet, sensitive, 
and simple in her tastes. She's faith- 
ful to her old friends and. distrusts new 
acquaintances who have suddenly ap- 
peared as a result of Laugh r In: Raised 
conventionally, there's no time in her 
life for the phony side of the picture. 
She and Bill want the same things 
most couples desire: Success in their 
work, security for the future, and 
peace of mind for the present. 

Basically a homebody, Ruth has 
just engulfed on a house decorating 
spree that often keeps her up all night 
long. "I have to keep busy," she in- 
sists, "and I love to sew, paint, ham- 
mer, and even sandblast. Last week 
I painted the whole apartment, made 
all the drapes, and built and covered 
a headboard for our bedroom."

band and credits all this talent to her 
early days as 4-H Club member.

always come first with Ruth. In addi- 
tion to scrubbing floors while she at- 
tended the Playhouse, Ruth also 
taught gym students how to gain and 
lose weight at Vic Tanny's, worked 
as a waitress in the Ontra Cafeteria, 
had one brief stint as a secretary, and 
did nightly shows at Wil Wright's ice 
cream parlor in Westwood. "It wasn't 
that I was hired to be funny," she 
laughs, "but customers came in to 
see me wait on tables. I wasn't try- 
ing to be funny, but maybe I was." 

She made her professional stage 
debut in San Francisco in 1956, ap- 
pearing with Rudy Vallee in "Jenny 
Kissed Me." Since 1957, she's filled 
more than 80 different dramatic roles 
in stock. Her Broadway bow was in 
"Sweet Charity" in 1966, where she 
played four different roles each night. 
But perhaps, the most singularly im-

portant event in Ruth's career was her 
appearance as Agnes Gooch in a 
stock version of "Auntie Mame." 

"It was a ridiculous thing," she 
recalls. "I created my own makeup 
and dress for the part. Sort of a mild 
Gladys look. Well, when I came on 
stage each night, the theater came 
apart. They howled and roared so 
much that you couldn't hear the di- 
alogue. Finally I just had to turn my 
back to the audience while I said 
most of my lines so the others had a 
chance and the play could go on. 
Every time I faced forward, the same 
roaring started all over again. I don't 
know whether I was flattered or not." 

Luckily for Ruth, she had her pic- 
ture taken as Agnes and included it 
in the portfolio she took to Holly- 
wood. When she was first introduced 
to George Schlatter, Laugh-In's exec- 
utive producer, he took one look at 
the photo and flipped. "I didn't think 
too much of it at the time. He didn't 
explain to me that he was planning 
to do the Rowan and Martin Laugh-In 
Special. But when he got around to 
doing it, George called me, and I've 
been on the show ever since." 

As a regular member of the cast, 
Ruth Buzzi is probably the show's 
most stabilizing influence. The others 
tend to look to Ruth as an example. 
She's always calm, well-rehearsed, 
and pleasant to be around. Her quiet 
ways are in no way representative of 
her wild talent, of which her co-work- 
ers are well aware. She may not make 
the most noise around a Laugh-In set, 
but everyone is given that certain ex- 
tra charge by the fact she's there.
